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KFCF-FM  (88.1  MHz),  a  listner- 
sponsored  radio  station  in  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley,  is  now  broadcasting 
the  signal  of  KPFA  in  the  Fresno 
area.   KFCF  is  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Fresno  Free  College  Founda- 
tion, which  is  a  tax-exempt  corpor- 
ation under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  and  under 
Section  23701d  of  the  California 
Revenue  and  Taxation  Code.   It  is 
also  registered  as  a  charitable  trust 
with  the  Attorney  General's  office. 
Quite  diverse  in  its  activities,  the 
Foundation  has  sponsored  lectures, 
underwritten  timely  films  and  publi- 
cations, provided  financial  assistance 
to  students,  and  has  supported  pro- 
fessors with  legal  and  financial  needs. 
Altogether,  it  has  been  an  important 
part  of  the  Fresno  community  since 
1968. 

The  Fresno  Free  College  Founda- 
tion was  born  when  groups  in  the 
academy  and  the  community  sought 
to  punish  a  professor-poet  for  his  ex- 
pression of  controversial  ideas  on  the 
social  and  political  issues  of  the  day. 
Sufficient  pressures  was  brought  up- 
on the  president  of  California  State 
University,  Fresno,  to  effect  the  dis- 
missal of  the  professor.   To  members 
of  the  first  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Foundation  it  seemed  clear  that  all 
citizens  lose  some  of  their  freedom 
when  any  member  of  the  community 
is  restrained  in  the  expression  of  per- 
sonal views.   As  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  agreed,  the  central 
issue  was  not  the  preservation  of  one 
man's  job,  but  the  preservation  of 
the  basic  values  that  give  the  academ- 
ic community  its  essential  meaning 
and  significance.   Unfortunately, 
such  terms  as  "academic  freedom" 
are  too  easily  confined  to  commence- 
ment addresses  and  exercises  in  aca- 
demic j6urnalism;  the  specific  con- 
text of  a  given  conflict  on  the  cam- 
pus is  required  before  the  meaning 
of  "academic  freedom"  is  raised  to  a 
level  of  consciousness. 

This  case  turned  out  to  be  the 
first  of  a  long  string  of  academic  free- 
dom cases  for  the  Fresno  Free  College 
Foundation,  In  which  it  showed  an 


ability  to  respond  effectively  to  acts 
of  intimidation  and  repression.  By 
1971  it  has  helped  some  40  individ- 
uals (professors,  administrators  and 
students)  with  a  disbursement  of 
more  than  $41,000. 

Due  to  its  experience,  the  Fresno 
Free  College  Foundation  has  achieved 
state-wide  recognition  in  relation  to 
academic  freedom  struggles.  Ac- 
counts have  been  established  at  the 
request  of  faculty  members  at  Calif- 
ornia State  University,  Fresno,  at 
California  State  College,  Stanislaus, 
and  at  California  State  University, 
Long  Beach.  The  Foundation  has 
also  established  a  special  "affirma- 
tive action"  fund  at  the  request  of 
the  United  Professors  of  California- 
a  state-wide  faculty  organization  of 
some  3700  members  on  the  1 8  cam- 
puses in -the  California  State  Univer- 
sity and  Colleges  system. 


tional  Center  and  to  the  Universidad 
de  Aztlan,  and  given  financial  sup- 
port to  minority  students.   It  is  also 
assisting  in  publishing  a  musical  com- 
position and  in  republishing  a  journal 
for  women  writers.  It  has  given  fi- 
nancial and  legal  assistance  to  foreign 
students  and  to  student  government 
officers  at  California  State  University, 
Fresno.  It  has  helped  a  Vietnamese 
couple  achieve  political  asylum  in  this 
country  and  through  successful  legal 
action,  helped  a  Pakistani  student 
gain  permanent  residence  in  this 
country  even  though  immigration 
officials  wanted  him  deported  be- 
cause they  saw  him  as  a  "trouble- 
maker" while  a  student  here.  These 
are  only  a  part  of  the  Foundation's 
activities. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Foundation  realizes  that  ideas  have 
consequences-that  the  exercise  of 


Since  the  Foundation's  beginnings, 
the  composition  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors has  changed  from  one  com- 
pletely composed  of  professors  to 
one  which  is  broadly  representative 
of  the  Fresno  community.  Minority 
groups  have  representation  on  the 
Board  along  with  members  of  profes- 
sional groups  and  the  business  com- 
munity.  Although  many  academic 
freedom  cases  are  still  in  the  courts, 
the  Foundation  began  to  underwrite 
more  traditional  types  of  educational 
projects.   It  has  sponsored  lectures, 
provided  scholarships,  contributed 
books  to  the  Tulare  County  Correc- 


free  speech  is  a  precondition  for 
effective  action  on  both  academic 
and  societal  problems-and  that  an 
organization  must  exist  which  is  com- 
mitted to  the  expression  and  devel- 
opment of  ideas  which  otherwise 
might  not  be  heard,  or  acted  upon, 
because  of  institutional  inertia,  fear, 
prejudice,  or  the  arbitrary  exercise  of 
established  power.  The  Foundation 
believes  that  intellectual  freedom 
whether  on  or  off  the  campus,  can- 
not be  preserved  without  the  under- 
standing and  support  of  the  com- 
munity at  large.  Repression  often 
is  the  result  of  ignorance.  For  this 


reason  the  Board  of  Directors  has 
committed  itself  to  the  development 
of  means  by  which  the  mass  media 
can  enhance  the  intellectual  environ- 
ment of  the  community.  Several 
years  ago,  the  Board  began  to  investi- 
gate the  feasibility  of  providing  the 
Fresno  community  with  educational 
radio.  Working  cooperatively  with 
a  group  of  radio  engineers,  the  Board 
completed  the  FCC  application  with 
a  main  goal  to  rebroadcast  the  radio 
signal  of  KPFA.  Like  KPFA,  the 
Fresno  station  would  be  free  of  any 
institutional  restraints.  It  would  of- 
fer the  Fresno  area  its  first  opportun- 
ity of  noncommercial  radio.  Since 
the  area  also  lacked  educational  TV, 
the  event  was  seen  as  a  cultural  land- 
mark for  the  San  Joaquin  Valley, 
The  Federal  Communications 
Commission  granted  the  Fresno  Free 
College  Foundation  application  to 
establish  a  new  class  D  noncommercial 
educational  FM  broadcast  station.  A 
ten-watt  transmitter  for  the  station  is 
located  in  Meadow  Lakes  near  Auberry 
about  35  miles  east  of  Fresno,  at  an 
altitude  of  about  5,000  feet.  The 
KPFA  signal  is  picked  up  initially  on 
top  of  Mt.  Bullion  east  of  Merced  and 
then  micro-waved  to  Meadow  Lakes. 
The  radio  signal  is  then  directed  to 
metropolitan  Fresno  although  areas 
outside  Fresno  proper  will  also  re- 
ceive the  signal.  Best  reception  will 
be  obtained  with  an  FM  receiver  con- 
nected to  an  outdoor  antenna  facing 
Meadow  Lakes. 

Pacifica  Foundation  as  well  as 
KPFA  have  cooperated  fully  with  the 
Fresno  Free  College  Foundation  in 
the  completion  of  this  project.  KPFA 
and  KFCF  have  drawn  up  articles  of 
agreement  to  provide  a  smooth,  ef- 
ficient working  arrangement  between 
the  two  stations.  KFCF  shall  take  re- 
sponsibility for  its  subscribers  and 
shall  share  subscription  revenues  with 
KPFA.  Subscribers  belonging  to 
KFCF  will  be  identified  by  Zip  Codes 
with  prefixes  932  through  937.  All 
Valley  subscribers  shall  receive  the 
KPFA  Foh'o  from  Berkeley.  Persons

Since  last  summer's  strike  settle- 
ment, decisions  concerning  KPFA's 
programming  have  been  made  by  an 
exceedingly  time-consuming  and  dem- 
ocratic process  within  a  group  of  staff 
representatives  known  as  the  Program- 
ming Council.   Each  of  the  five  pro- 
gram departments  initiates  new  pro- 
grams and  changes  of  air  time  within 
their  own  departmental  time,  but  if 
a  proposal  has  interdepartmental 
effects,  the  matter  Is  brought  to  the 
weekly  meeting  of  the  Programming 
Council  where  most  decisions  are 
made  by  consensus  and  with  the  par- 
ticipation of  the  effected  program- 
mers. 

In  April,  the  Council  decided  to 
devote  Saturday  afternoons  to  exper- 
imenting with  interdepartmental 
stream  programming  wherein  we 
could  hear  a  flow  of  cultural  material. 
In  the  forms  of  music,  drama,  poetry, 
news,  interviews,  discussions,  reflec- 
tions. These  were  all  to  be  presented 
and  given  continuity  by  a  single 
programmer/announcer.  Conse- 
quently, ther«  are  a  number  of  time 
changes  of  weekend  programs  which 
I'd  like  to  point  out  to  you  so  that 
you  won't  be  alarmed  and  think, 
"oh  horrors,  they've  done  in  Carlos 
Hagen!" 

Fear  now,  Hagen's  artistry  is  now 
broadcast  Saturdays  at  noon.   He  will 
be  followed  by  two  half-hour  review 
programs,  either  Contemporary  Lit- 
erature and  Upstage,  or  Bookshelf 
and  Art  Beat,  depending  on  the  Sat- 
urday. And  from  2'lill  5  we  shall 
hear  a  new  stream  program  called 
Motherlode  produced  by  Laurie 
Simms  of  the  Public  Affairs  Depart- 
ment, with  music,  poetry,  interviews 
and  cultural  information.  She  will  be 
alternating  with  a  flow  of  drama, 
humor,  entertainers  and  poignant 
sentiments  presented  by  Erik  Bauers- 
feld  of  the  Drama  &  Literature  De- 
partment. And  otherwise,  Saturday 
should  sound  familiar. 

On  Sundays,  the  opera  program- 
mers have  agreed  with  the  drama 
programmers  to  share  the  air  between 
1  and  5  every  Sunday  afternoon  to 
use  the  time  to  present  a  serious, 
longish  piece:   Verdi,  Chekhov,  Gil- 
bert and  Sullivan,  and  of  that  ilk 


(there  are  those  of  us  who  take  our 
humor  seriously),  along  with  shorter 
pieces  such  as  Adam  David  Miller's 
Imaged  Word  and  as  a  new  program 
called  The  Creators,  presenting  re- 
cordings of  the  first  artist's  perfor- 
mance of  a  given  role  in  a  world 
premiere  opera,  known  as  'creator 
recordings.' 

We  hope  you'll  join  us  In  listen- 
ing to  this  new  stream  format  and 
will  write  and  tell  us  what  you  think 
about  it  and  give  suggestions.  Send 
your  letters  to  the  Programming 
Council  in  care  of  Joan  Medlin, 
Programming  Coordinator.

April  was  a  historic  month  for 
KPFA.  Our  total  income  received 
was  just  over  $50,000,  the  most  in 
the  history  of  the  station;  pledges  to 
the  short  (two  week)  Marathon  came 
to  over  $60,000  (some  of  this  has 
been  paid  in  the  $50,000);  and  we 
added  about  1800  subscribers  to  our 
list,  which  is  now  just  over  12,000. 

Just  as  important,  we  produced 
more  original  programming  In  April 
than  in  recent  memory.   Partly,  this 
Was  a  result  of  the  decision  to  feature 
fifteen  "Days  of  Concern"  in  the 
Marathon,  partly  it  was  a  result  of 
such  historic  events  as  the  victory  of 
the  liberation  armies  in  Viet  Nam 
and  Cambodia. 

But  the  intense  effort  necessary 
to  accompolish  the  financial  and  on- 
air  programming  success  that  we've 
had  has  taken  its  toll  on  our  small 
staff.  We  find  ourselves  at  this  writ- 
ing (1  May)  frantically  trying  to  fig- 
ure out  a  survival  strategy  for  the 
summer  months,  when  mobility  of 
our  listening  audience— and  realloca- 
tion of  your  finances— traditionally 
results  in  severe  difficulties  for  KPFA. 
While  you  scrape  together  your  va- 
cation dollars,  we're  sometimes  put 
in  a  somewhat  lower  priority  than  at 
other  times  when  our  pleas  reach 
your  ears. 

We'd  like  to  reverse  that  trend  this 
summer.  Our  expenses  don't  decrease 
during  this  time,  and  neither  does  the 
energy  we  put  into  programming  and 
other  vital  station  activities.  This 
summer  especially,  we'll  be  working 
harder  than  ever  behind  the  scenes. 


In  order  to  meet  the  terms  of  a  grant 
obtained  two  years  ago  (after  a  near- 
ly four  year  wait)  from  HEW  in 
Washington,  we're  upgrading  our 
production  facilities  in  stereo. 

This  will  mean  spending  $16,000 
of  our  own  money  so  we  can  com- 
plete the  project  and  get  that  much 
back  from  the  government.  Since  the 
moriey  has  to  come  out  of  our  oper- 
ating expenses  (we  have  no  endow- 
ment or  source  of  loans},  the  station 
Is  going  to  be  short  of  money  by  the 
time  you  read  this  (we  also  paid  off 
over  $12,000  in  back  debts  in  April, 
and  are  continuing  to  meet  our 
nearly  $10,000  a  month  payroll). 

But  we  believe  the  improvement  of 
broadcast  quality  and  outreach  when 
we  add  B-Dolby  stereo  transmission 
facilities  later  this  year— partly  fi- 
nanced by  another  grant  we've  ap- 
plied for— will  be  worth  the  invest- 
ment on  our  part.   It  will  certainly 
improve  our  service  to  those  listen- 
ers who  live  behind  the  hills  {like  I 
do)  or  who  like  to  listen  to  KPFA  in 
car  radios  within  a  radius  of  up  to 
one  hundred  miles. 

Reversing  the  trend  towards  de- 
cline in  income  during  summer  mon 
months  depends  on  your  coopera- 
tion, of  course,  particularly  cooper- 
ation from  those  subscribers  who 
will  be  up  for  renewal.   Please  try 
to  consider  us  a  priority  along  with 
the  weekend  cash  and  the  trips  far 
away.  We'll  still  be  here  when  you 
get  back;  who  knows,  you  might 
need  us  more  than  ever.
